bout 11:15 in this truck-auto a c c i­ 
dent. The two vehicles collided at 
the intersection of FM 689 and New 
Fountain Road. 
Miss Finger was rid­ 


ing in a pickup truck which was also 


occupied by David Kempler, 20, of 


Von Ormy. 
Officers said they were 


unable to determine who was driving 
the pickup. 
Both young people were 
thrown f r om the vehicle. Officers 
said a wi tness reported that the west­ 


bound pickup ran a stop s i g n 
and 


slammed into a northbound test car 


driven by Wesley C. Burnett of De- 


vine. 
Burnett's test car (I) w as de­ 
molished, but he suffered only minor 
injuries, according to Sheriff C . J . 
Hitzfelder. 
Kempler was taken 
to 


Medina Memorial Hospital an d air 


lifted by MAST helicopter to WH ford 


Hall Hospital in San Antonio where 


his condition was undetermined. The 
impact ripped the cab off the pickup 
(center) leaving it near the middle 


of the intersection. The pickup bed, 


frame and part of the hood (r) 
came 
to rest off the right of way about 40 
feet northwest of the cab. The truck 
engine was torn from its mounts, and 
came to rest about 15 feet north 
of 
the cab in the roadway. Earlier this 
week Kempler was said ". . . to be 
doing as well as can be expected."

Without r a I n f a 11 
this 
month, M d in aC * 1 ;y stands 
to lose its grain sorghum crop, 


which would mean a $5 m il­ 
lion !»eIt in th e pocketbook. 


Com plete loss of the county’s 
broom corn crop w ill dig a n ­ 
other half m illion dollar hole 
In the county's 
agricultural 
incom e. 


In addition, ll a* -toe k pro­ 
ducers will trave to r e d u c e 
their herds wtileh may w e l l 
drive beef prices down. 


Most of die nation's grain 
sorghum is produced in Texas, 
and much of the state's grain 


sorghum crop land lies in 
a 
drouth /one, Bragg 
n o t e d . 
This means higher feed pric­ 
es later on for livestock p r o ­ 
ducers. 
A ll in all, the c o u n t y 's 
livestock industry s t a n d s to 


lose another m illion doT <rs if 


the dearth of rain continues. 
"We can 
p l a n t 
m ile 
through April, " Bragg 
s a i d , 
"but after Apr!' 15th, 
we're 


u k iig a ( hance on a hot, dry 
sum m er and a sorghum midge 
problem . 


"In addition, our 
y i e l d s 


w ill be down. 


"If our grain sorghum isn't 
in the ground by May I with 
a good rain, our p rod u c tion 
w ill fall by 75 per c e n t or 
more. " 
Bragg said a few grain sor­ 


ghum farmers have put 
their 
seed in the ground, an J hope 
for rain. 
However, he s a i d 


the m ajority of dry land farm­ 
ers have not planted. 


Most of the county's c o r n 
crop is irrigated, Bragg noted, 
but even so, reduced y i e l d s 
are expected if tile drouth con­ 
tinues.

Small town news media 


praised by Poerner

I cannot resist comparing 
the integrity and "straight­ 
forward" approach of s m a l l ­ 
town news media compared to 
the big city dailies and mam­ 
moth syndicates of the news 
media of the nation. 
I can recall, during the 
past 15 years, the pending 
council meetings, zoning 
planning boards, Chamber of 
Commerce and other m e e t ­ 
ings in various count i es of 
South Texas at which the press 
was present and gave a most 
accurate accounting of the 
happenings. I cannot recall 
of any issue being distorted or 
twisted and, in many cases, 
the reporter would go to great 
pains to make certain that the 
facts were true and correct. 
This further investigation was 
normally performed at some 
expense to the publisher of the 
paper or the radio station. 


Based on the statement by 
W ill Rogers, "I know 
only 
what I read”, it is most im ­ 
perative today that the report­ 
ing on the issues in our state 
and nation be correct and fac­ 
tual when passed on to the 
people. 
The past week has 
brought to light the Inaccura­ 
cy of state and national re­ 
porting on an issue in which I 
was personally involved. 


The lively debate on 
the 
floor of the House in regard to 


Daylight Savings l i m e was 
climaxed when someone 
placed several sheets of news­ 
papers in one of four mailbags 
filled with letters 
from 
throughout die State on the is­ 
sue. I was not aware this had 
happened and, even though 
there were more than 5,000 
letters in those mailbags, 
tile 
only picture run statewide by 
Associated Press was the one 
showing Representative Sher­ 
man pulling a sheet of news­ 
paper out of one of the bags. 
Tills apparently led to na­ 
tional television running the 
statement " The Texas House 
of Representatives defeated the 
issue of Daylight Savings Time 
since all die mailbags 
were 
filled with newspapers instead 
of letters and postcards, ' 
Needless to say, I was 
most 
furious and I think the prank 
is inexcusable. 


I don't mean to t o t a l l y 
condemn die press and other 
news medias, diey are a vital 
part of our governmental sys­ 
tem. My comment, after a 
hard week on Capitol Hill 
in 
our State, is that I truly a p - 
predate the small-town news­ 
paper and radio station who 
reports accurately and refuses 
to change the facts in 
order 
to create a larger headline. 
Hoople in the rural 
areas 
should be proud of the integri­ 
ty of their press.
